The ewo chief parts of a Soldier are Valout 
ind Obedience, for there is as much Honour gain- 
«dby obeying patiently, as by fighting valiantly : 
And as the greateſt Vertue required in a Soldier 
s Obedience, fo Induſtry is the chief Maga- 
ane whereinthe force of all Diſcipline confiſtech : 
All the Exerciſe and Labour of a Commander 
from time to time will be of no yalue, if the Sol-

dier be not induſtrious and willing to labour after 
a perte&tion, and that Soldier that makes not this 
Military Art his delight but 1s given to other 
pleaſures and paſtimes will never attain to perte- 
ion, and conſequently never arrive to Wealth, 
Reputation and Honour. Therefore 1t behoves 
all in their feveral Circumſtances and Capacities 
nat to be waating in their endeavours after the 
Exerciſe of Arms, for /tisnot the length of Lite or 
Number of Years that teacheth the Art of War, 
but continydl-Diſciphne ang Practcie.,

tc Ear and te Eye. And every Soldiergougat 
to be he j- , tha&by llence may tne 
better haarken &© all Eammands: andthat by 
the vigilancy of his Eye, he may obſerve every 
Sign that may be given. There are 3 f1gns uted 
in War. Vogal{Senfivocah. and a Mute. 

Vocal is when the word of Command is heard 
by, or given to the Ear of every Soldier. _ 

Sefmivocal is that which 1s given by the Tpum- 
per to the Cavalry, and by the Drum to thgIn- 
fantry. _ 
A Mute is by ſigns to the Eye , as by the mo 
tion of the Colours, or of the hand of the Com: 
mander. - 


It is very requiſite that every Soldier ſhould | 


learn and underſtand all Miheary figns and dr 
re&tions; for experience hath taught that he that 
is negligent in eithzr,, may not only loſe humſcl 
but be the cauſe of the lofs of many others.

Of Diſtance. 


Military Diſcipline confiſteth ſo much in'Di- 
ſtance and Motion, that there is great Neceffity of 
learning- this Principle; for if a perfet form of 
Order be not obſerved, diſorder muſt neceffarily 
follow ; the effect of which produceth eoffulion.

But when the Battalion 15 compos'd of Muſ- 
ketiers onely, the Officer gives the word of Com-

To the right, double your Ranks in Front : March. 
To make your doubling true, it 1s requiſite, that 
the Soldiers parting from their left Foot, come to 
place themſelves 1n the middle of the diſtancesof 
the Ranks which they double : Example A, as it 
is mark'd with little Points. Tf the Battalion be 
of fix Ranks in depth, when they ſhall double by 
Ranks, either 1n Front or in Rear; the Battalion 
ſhall loſe one Rank of the depth of the Ground, 
and the diſtances of the Ranks ſhall become dou- 
ble with thoſe, with which they were double 
before. 

To reduce your Battalion to its firſt Eſtate, 
you need no more than lay thus, Kayks as you 
were ; 
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werez and to double to the lefr, ſay no more than 
this, To the left, deuble your Ranks. 

To double your Ranks by half Files, you muſt 
ſay, To the right by balf Files donble your Ranks in 
Front : March. You mult g1VE the lame word of 
Command to double ta the left, by half Files upon 
the Wings, orin the Rear: Example B, to reduce 
your Battalion, you need ſay no mare than this, 
Ranks as you were. | 

If you would have your Battalion double their 
Ranks in Front upon the Wings, it 1s requilite 
that from the half File to the cloſe File, the Bat- 
talion cutit ſelf in the half Rank, and that the half 
Rank on the left hand, face to the left, and that 
they double upon the Wings of the two, that have 
not ſtirr*d from their Ground : Example C. 

This doubling ſerves to enlarge the Front, and 
to prevent being ſurrounded, when yeu fearto be 
aſlaultcd in Flank. 


Plate IL. 
Of Wheeling. 


Wheeling 1s a Military motion which cauſes 
the Head of the Bartali'on, to turn on that lide 
where the Flank ftood, which is ſerviceable 
when the Enemy attacks the Wing of the Bat- 
ealion ; or when you would attack the Enemy 
himſelf in Flank. And as there is often a necel- 
fity in War to make or repel theſe ſorts of At- 
tacks, Wheeling 15a motion very nece({ary,which

How to form and order Battalions. 


The Art of forming Battalions inſtruats how 
to draw up a Body of Infantry in ſuch order, 
and with ſo much caution beforehand, that it 
may be able advantageouſly to withſtand, and 
engage another Body of Infantry, though ſupert- 
our in number; or a Body of Horle alone,or elſe 
a Body compos'd both of Horſe and Foot, when 
attack'd 1n an open Field, where there are neither 
Hedges nor Ditches, nor any rifing grounds to 
defend them from the Enemy. Now in regard 
the Pike and Partiſan are the only Arms proper 
to ſtop the fury of the Calvalry, and to prevent 
their breaking 1n upon the Bactalion, the firſt 
thing that is to be done in drawing up this Batta- 
lion muſt be to form a Body of all Pikes, and jt 
E 3 muſt 


t» 


muſt be the chief care of the Ofhcer that com. 
mands the Party,to diſpoſe his men in ſuch a man- 
ner, that they may not defend the Musketiers,but 
alſo the Colours and the Baggage, it there be 
occaſion. : 

Now to order a Battalion in this manner; the 
ſecret conliſts in the obſervation ot three things ; 
of which the firſt 1s, 

1. That the Soldiers be ſo ordered as to {tand 
with their Arms preſented every way, and to 
make a Front on every fide, to the end, that 
which fo ever of their Fronts be affailed or attac- 
kd, they may be able to defend themſelves; asI 
ſhall thew you, by the Example of a Body drawn 
up ur form of a Crofs. 

2. Toblunt the Angles, that 15,ſo to order your 
Men, that the An; les of the Battalion may be 
very obtuſe ; in tuch a manner,that the two ſides 
that form the Angle, join together, but with 
one right Line onely. For the Angle 1s the 
weakelt part of the Battalion,as being leaſt ſtreng- 
thew'd by the Pikes. For the Soldiers which 
are next the Angle preſent their Pikes in Front, 
and not being able therefore to preſent toward 
the Angle, the Angle muſt of neceſſity lie open 
tw the Enemy. $9 that the Antients with whom 
{ſquare Battalions were great in uſe, flank'd their 
Angles with Little Bodies of Musketiers mark'd 
ABCD; which are {mall Bodies poſted in the 
middle of the Fronts of the Battalion, and with 
which ſometimes they ſecur'd the Angles. True 
it 15, that theſe httle Bodies being eatily cut off by 
the Cavalry, and beaten off from the Body of 
the Battahon, the farther uſe of them has been 
Jail alide-

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2. To leave a void Space of Ground in the 
Center of the Battalion, or nuddle of the Pikes, 
ſufficient to receive and ſccure the Musketiers, 
the Colours and the Baggape. 


How to order any Number of Soldiers into any 
ſquare Form of Battel. 


7. Square Battels are conf1dered cither in re- 
ſpect of the Number, or 1n re{pe& of the Form 
of Ground. 

A ſquare Battel of Men is that which hath an 
equal number of Men both in Rank and Flle, 
though the ground on which they ſtand be longer 
on the File than on the Rank. 

A ſquare Battel of Ground 1s that which hath 
the Rank as long as the File, though the Men in 
Rank be more than 1n File. 

2. In re{pe& of the number of Men, it 1s cal- 
led either a Square Batzel, or a double Battel, or 
a Battel of the Grand Front which 15 Quadruple, 
or a Battel of any proportion of the Number in 
Rank to the Number in File. 

3. Therefore if you are to form a ſquare Bat- 
tel of Men, extract the ſquare Root out of the 
whole number of Mzn , and the ſame ſhall be 
the number of Soldiers co be ſet in a Rank. 
Example, 576 are to be formed into a ſquare 
Battel, that there may be as many in Rank as'1n 
the File. Take the f{quare root of 576, which 
524, the number that ares to be in Rank and 
allo in a File. 

4. If it be a double Battel of Men ; Extra& 
the ſquare root out of half of the number of 
Men, and the ſaine doubled ſhall be the num- 

E 4 : ber 
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ber of Soldiers to be placed m a Rank. Example, 
1458 Soldiers are to be placed. in a double 
Battel, ſo that twice as 'many may be 1n the 
Rank as in the File. Take half the given num- 
ber of 1456, which 1s 982, the ſquare root 
whereof is 27, double it, and you have 54 men 
to be placed ina Rank, and 25 in a File. 


To,order any Number of Soldiers into a Battel 
of the Grand Front. 


Suppole 16920 SOldiers were to be Marſhalled 
into a Battel of che Grand Front, Furſt divide 
16900 by 4. which gives me 4224; out of which 
I extract the Square root, which is 65, the Qua- 
druple whereof 1s 260 fo that I have 6; for a File, 
and 260 in Rank. 

Any number of Men with their diſtance in 
Rank and File; how to order them. into a [quare 
Battel of Ground. Suppoſe '2500 Soldiers were 
to be drawn into a ſquare Battel of G;ound, fo 
that their di{tance 1n File ſhould be 5 feet and 
in Rank 3 teet; How many men mult be' placed 
in Rank and in File.

A General Rule for the blunting or filling up 
the Angles of the Battalion. 


Every little Body that requires the blunting of 
its Angles, ought to be compos'd of a Square 
Number of Men , as of 4. 9. 16. 25. 36. 49, &*. 
Therefore you muſt place the Men in Rank ac- 
cording to Arithmerical Progreflion or Propor- 
tion, of which the Interval, Exceſs or Difference 
of the Terms muſt always be two: Thus, having 
placed the firſt Man at the Angular Point A of 
the Figure 1, the ſecond Rank ſhall be of three 


Men, as being a Number of which the Excel, bs 
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teryal and Difference is Two in reſpe& of One. 
The third Rank ſhall be of five Men, which is a 
Number that exceeds three by two, The fourth 
ſhall be of ſeven ; the fifth of nine; and fo for- 
ward, ſtill encreaſing every Rank by two Men 
more than the Rank which 1s before, according 
to that ſame Arithmetical Progreſſion, which has 
always two for the Interval or difference of the 
Terms. * 

Now to place theſe Men in due Order, you 
muſt imagine that. the ſquare little Body ACBD, 
moyes oft the Ground T, upon the left of the 
Battalion Q; and. when ts laſt Rank AD, 1s ad- 
vanced one pace beyond the Wing AD, of the 
ſame Battalion Q , it turns to the right, and 
then the Soldier A. of the ſecond Figure comes 
upon the Ground A of the firſt Figure. The 
fides AD, AC, of the ſmall Body meet together 
upon the fides that anſwer to one another AD 
AC of the Angle. Then you command the Men 
of the little Battalion to make a'Front toward 
the Angle, and when they are drawn up accor- 
ding to this Arithmctical Progreflion, you cauſe 
them to make an outward Front.

How to frame an Octogon Battalion with 
Eight Fronts. 


Let it be a Battalion of 40 Pikemen drawn up 
four deep, and ten in Front. You may accord-

Of an Army #n General. 


Squadronsof Horſe are commonly compoſed of 
vo, 100 or 120 Troopers,and ſeldom exceed 200. 

Battalions are made as ſtrong as may be, the 
Pike-men always in the middle, and the Muske- 
tiers on the Wings. 

An Army is commonly divided into 3 Bodies 
which are ranked in 3 lines, the firſt line 1s cal- 
ledthe Vanguard A, the ſecond the main Body B, 
the 3d. the Reer-guard C, or Body of Reſerve. 
The middle of theſe 3 lines confiſt of foot as 
D,and the Cavalry 1s on the Wings as at E. Some- 
times the Squadrons are placed in the Intervals 
betwixt the Battalions, that ſo, when the foot 
hath fired and began to put ths Enemy our of or- 
der, the Horſe may more eafily break in, and 
charge through thole Intervals, and ſo made an 
intire Rout, and allo in caſe ir ſhould happen, 
that the Infantry ſhould have the worſt, having 


fired and charged ; then the Cayalry is immedi- 
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ately at hand to ſucceur, and give them time to 
rally again. |; 

If we conſider the number of foot which com. 
poſe a Battalion, which conſiſt of about 1009 
men ; and the number of Horſe-men that make 
up 2 Squadron, which at moſt is not 299; it is 
that though there be but very few Cavalry 1n an 
Army, yet the number of Squadrons is double, 
yea, triple the number of Battalions : So that for 
every Battalion, in the middle of each of the 
three lines, there will be two or three Squa- 
drons in the Wings of the ſame line. 

When an Army is drawn up in Battalia, there 
is five foot ſpace allowed between each Horle- 
man.,and three foot between each Foot-man,that is, 
for the Front or diſtance of one File from ano- 
ther; But when the Battel begins, the Files 
cloſe, and the Front is le{ſen'd about one half. 

There is allo left about 100 paces between thz 
friſt line and the ſecond, and 209 between the 
ſecond and the third, that ſo the Tropps if bro- 
ken may have ground enough to rally on, which 
otherwiſe would not be (uthcient. 

In every line the Battalions are diſtant from 
Battalion, and the Squadrons from Squadron, 
almoſt equal to their Front ; fo that the Front 
of a Squadron extending about 2 or :309 Foot, 
the Intervals between two Squadrons ſhall be 
2 or 399 Foot more or lels, and the Front of 
a Battalion, being between 1570 or 180 Foot, 
the Interval between-the two Battalions, ſhall 
be wyhin a l:ttle equal to their Front. 

Thele Intervals are lefc thus large becauſe the 
Squadrons and Battalions of the ſecond line, are 


placed jult behind the Interyals of the firſt. a 
ike- 
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likewiſe the Bodies of the Reer-guard are placed 
juſt behind the Intervals, that are between the 
Bodies of the main Battel, that ſo by theſe In- 
tervals, both may more eaſily advance againſt 
the Enemy; and if the firſt hne be broken in- 
ſtead of falling back upon the Troops of the 
ſecond ; ( which muſt needs happen if the Bo- 
dies of all the lines made but Files ) it might 
rally behind its own Ground, and leave the In- 
terval free for the ſecond line to advance, and 
maintain the other that gave ground.

Of the March of an Army in a Flat and 
Plain Country. 


The General having given out Orders the 
Night before he defigns to march the Army, 
let every one be ready to march the next Morn- 
ning by break of Day. The Horle and Foot 
ſhall repair betimes 1n the Morning, under their 


ſeveral Colours and Enf1gns, to the place where. 


every Company is to be drawn up. 

All the Companies being drawn up, they ſhall 
begin to march, and muſt range themſelves in 
Squadrons and Battalions, to be afterwards em- 
battel'd in the Ground marked out by the Mar- 
ſhal of the Camp, or his Afiſtants. 

The Marſhal of the Camp ought in the firſt 
place, to be exactly enformed of the Conditi- 
on of the Country, through which the Ar- 
my is to march; taking his Inſtrutions from 
the General and particular Maps of the Coun- 


cry, 
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try; or from the Information of the Country 
People. ; 

He ſhall draw up his men in Battel-array'ac. 
cording as he thinks moſt convenient, or as the 
General ſhall have given him Order. If it be 
through a plain and open Country, which is 
convenient for the Cavalry, the Artillery and 
Waggons, then let him extend the Wings of his 
Army, and obſerve the following Order. 

He ſhall divide his Army into three Bodies. 

That in the middle muſt confiſt of three thirds 
of the whole Infantry, drawn up in great Bodies 
and Battalions, each conſiſting of two or three 
Regiments. | 

Upon the Wings or Flank of this Infantry, 
muſt be placed the great Artillery, guarded by 
ſome Battalion of the Infantry. 

Upon the right and left Wing of this middle 
line ſhall the Cavalry march, 1n little Squadrons 
each conſiſting of two Cornets. The reſt of the 
Infantry marc ing in httle Bodies, ſhall encloſe 
between it and the Cavalry, the: Baggage and 
Ammunition of the Army, with ſome fi21d 
Pieces ; as may be obſerved by the March repre- 
ſented in the Figure aforeſaid.

. In leading an Army ſrom one place to ano- 
ther, there 15 ao accident that can bs met with, 
more 
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mare trotbleſom to its march, tham when it is 
conſtrain'd to paſs through narrow Paſſages and 
long Lanes. 

It theſe ways he over Mountains, the Gene- 
ral muſt ſend his Forlorns to poſt themſelves 
upon the higheſt places, that look into the Bot- 
toms round about, to diſcover whether the Ene- 
my be there entrenched, and co obſerve the $1: 
wation of the Plains, ſtriving all along to gain 
Intelligence of the March of the Enemy, 

If the Road be covered with Trees, care mult 
be taken to ſend a day or two before the Army 
arrives, Carpenters, and Pioneers with 'a good 
Guard of Horſe to defend them while they cut 
down the Trees, and inlarge the ways, to the 
end the Army may march in a Body. Firſt you 
ſhall ſend before a Squadron of Horſe; and after 
them a Body of Horſe, that mult be well backe 
by a Body of Infantry, then ſhall follow the 
Train guarded by {ome Battalion of Foot ; then 
ſhall the reſt of the Army follow, ſccured by a 
200d Body of Horſe thac brings up the Reer. 
But if the Country be ſo rugged, as not to admit 
of any paſſage for Carriages and Artillery, of 
which notwithſtanding there 1s a Neceflity ; or 
lppoling the Road he over Mountains, Hills, 
Valleys, Rivers, and ſuch like difhcule Places, 
then muſt. the General cauſe new Cannon to be 
calt upon the way in convement places, turning 
a lictle out of the Road. In the mean nme his 
Xouts muſt be always abroad to gain intelli- 
gence of the Enemy, and when he is perfe&ly 
ntormed how the way lies, and chat he has made 
a Paſſage for his great Guns, he muſt divide his 
Army into two Bodies; of which he ſhall _ 
G tne 


the one to march File by File; 'after: them 
ſhall follow the Artillery, and the ſecond: Body 


or Reer-guard. |

-If there be a Neceflicy to carry the War into 
the Enemies Country; . either ro. belftege ſome 
place therein; or elſe for the Rehef of ſome 
place aiready behheged, whether the Enemy be 
beaten in the Field, or whether he {till keep the 
Field to put new ſupplies of Men and Proviſion 
inco the Garriſon, or hinder Proviſton from be: 
ing brought to the Enemies Camp. 

Upon all theſe occaſions whether he encamp 
11 the Field, or Quarter in Villages, the General 
mult take care that the Commitllary General of 
the Vidtuals, and the Treaſurers at War. be dili- 
gent and faithful in their Charge in providing, 
and furniſhing the Army wich Vidtuals. 

If the Enemy has been routed and be not in 
a Condition to recruit, then you may march as 
in the preceding Pages, whether the Country be 
open or {treighter, 

Bur if afrer a R.out the Enemy be rallied again, 
ſo that they are able to maice head againſt the 
Viaor, then it behus-+ t!:; General ro march 
cloſe; and to the enu wu Army may be ina 
corition to open their Paſſages and make their 
own way, it muſt be diviaed into little Bodies. 
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The Cavalry muſt be placed upon the Wings, 
in Front and 1n the Reer of the Budies. The 
Infantry muſt march in the middle, and 1n a 
groſs Battalion. The Artillery upon one {1de 
guarded by ſome old Regiments, as you lee 1n 
the Plate. 


Plate XIV. 


Of the March of an Army in a cloſe and 
cover 4 Country. 


An Army never ſuffers greater inconvenience, 
than when it is forced to march through a Coun- 
trey abounding with Woods and Rivers, eſpect- 
ally if 1t be in the Enemies Territories, For be- 
hides that ic 1s impoſſible to march 1n order, the 
ways and paſlages in theſe ſort of Countreys are 
for the moſt part ſtrangely incumber'd with 
Woods and Rivers. 

Now an Army being conſtrained to paſs 
through ſuch Countries, it behoves the General 
tw ſend his Engineers with a Party of Horle, 
and ſome Companies of Foot, and Pioneers; 
to. ll out the Ditches, raiſe Bridges, and build 
Boats, and 1n a word, to do Whatever the En- 
gneer ſhall command and ſee htring ; to facil- 
tate the march of the Enemy. In the mean 
time the General muſt be careful to ſcour the 
Country with his Cavalry, to the end he may 
get intelligence of the Enemy, whether he be 
n the Field, and which way he marches, for 
the better avoiding Ambuſcado's and Sur- 
prizes. And then 1t is that a General ought to 
laye his Spies moſt active and buſie to diſcover 
G 2 the 


of the condition of the Enemy, which he muſt 
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the deſigns of the Enemy, which is the greateſt 
Advantage a General can wiſh for at ſuch a 
Conjuncture. 

The General muſt inform himſelf by his Scouts 


not believe but upon the confirmation of many; 
and knowing that he lies expe&ing him at ſich a 
paſs, he ſhall advance with his Army in the beſt 
Order the Country will permit. 

But if he underſtands. that the Enemy waits 
to ſurprize him, at ſuch or ſuch a narrow paſs; 
or crofling a River, where he muſt file off his 
Men, or that the Country people are intrench'd 
with ſome Companies of Foot in any Village or 
Caſtle, then he muſt call a Council'of War to 
conſider what 15 to be done. 


Plate XV. 


A General marching in an Enemies Country, 
and meeting with a Bridg which 1s defended by 
Courtins, Baſtions, or flanked by ſome Heights 
or little Caſtles, as in Plate XV. Then he 1 
to take care to ſend his Engineers to view and 
obſerve it well, whether it be ſtrong for refiſt- | 


ance; and alſo detach a ſmall Party to try it 
the River be fordable, if ſo, he may make ſome 
Horfe paſs over carrying Foot behind them, and | | 
by that means attack the Bridg on both fides. 

But if the Bridge be defended by ſome EminenceF 
whereon Cannon 1s planted, then a croſs Battery} | 
is to be raiſed, in the moſt commodious place, 

where you muſt fire conſtantly,until the Enemies 
Embraſures, or Gun- holes be battered down, and 
their Cannon dailmounted, 
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If the Entry of the Bridg be fortified only with 
ſome Baſtions; then ſome Cavalier may be 
quickly raiſed to make a Breach, which muſt be 
aſlaulced with Sword and Piſtol, that ſo the Ba- 
ſtion may be carried at the firſt vigorous Attack if 
poſſible. For tho the Soldiers are much expoſed 
thereby, yet 'tis much berter than by a long delay 
or Siege, which may not only conſume more 
Men, bur alſo occa(1on the loſs and opportunity 
of the deſign. 

'Tis dangerous for a Commander to divide 
his Forces for the keeping of paſlages againſt 
an Army, whether upon a River or other ſtraic 
or difficule paſſage : For if your Enemy forceth 
one of thoſe paſſages, or hind out ſome other 
way that 15 not guarded, 1t will be much trouble 
and pains to draw your Forces together; and *tis 
poſſible your Enemy will prevent you. Beſides, 
the loſs of any Poſt ſtrikes terrour and fear into 
the hearts of the Soldiers which truſted to the 
place. 


Plate XVI, 


A General marching in an Enemies Country, 
and meeting wich Caſtles, Heights, or other hike 
Poſts which are fartufied and defended by the 
Inhabitants; Hz is to conhder whether it deſerves 
that the Army ſhould Hale, or whether a De- 
tachment might not bz ſufficient to reduce them. 
In caſe hz finds it requiſite to fit down before it ; 
The Marſhal 42 Camp, attended by the Engi- 
neers is to ſearch for the moſt convenientground 
tor encamping the eo” The a 
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of Horſe and the Brigadiers of Foot of the Army, 
diſtribute the ground for the Camping of the 
Army, according to the Orders of the Quarter- 
malter General. If the General reſolves to force 
the place, he 1s to appoint the Officers who ſhall 
begin che Attack, whoſe Men and thoſe that are 
to back them muſt be well furniſhed, ſome with 
ſhort Arms, others with Petards, Granado's, Boſ- 
ſes, Fire-pots, ſome with Ladders, and by hel 
of Mantelets or portable defences, ſhall —_ 
the Gaces,and apply the Petard; whilſt others (cale 
the Walls; every one making ule of Fire-works 
and continuing the Action with vigour, until the 
place be gained. Long Steges ruin Armies, empty 
the Purſe, and oftentimes hinder them from 

etter Employments. I ſhould adviſe therefore 
not to aſſault any place without great probabi- 
lity of obrcaining it by force; otherwiſe a General 
loſeth his bz{t Men,and diſcourageth the reſt. The 
beſt way to take a ſtrong Town well mann'd, 1s 
by Rarving it, or a Town weakly mann'd by Bat- 
reries and Aſſault, or by approach and Mining ; 
Mines where you can come to make them, are 
becter than Batteries, being more dangerous and 
terrible to an Enemy, by reaſon of their ſudden 
and unexpected Operations,

Care is then to be taken that between the one 
and the other Line, there be the diſtance of Three 
hundred paces, at 3 foot to a Pace. 

That all the Squadrons of Cavalry of each Line 
have allowed for every one five and thirty Paces 
of Ground, and that there be as much void ſpace 
between the one and the other, to the end thact 
one Squadron may pals through the Intervals, it 
there be an occaſion to Engage. 

The Battalions of Infantry which are ſtrong, 
and encamped in Bartalia {fix Men deep, mult 
have fourſcore paces of ground — them, 
more or lels, according to the fituation of the 
Place. by 

Between the Squadrons of Horle and the Bat- 
talions of Foot, of the ſame line muſt be lefc che 
diſtance of forty or fifty paces. As for the Arti]- 
lery, the great Guns muſt be planted upon the 
ficſt line of the Infantry, in ſuch places as ſhall 
be thought of moſt advantage. 

The Baggage and Ammunition, mulſt be ſe- 
cur'd between the ſecond Line and the Body of 
the reſerve upon the right Hand, and the provi- 
fions upon the left: or next to the Tent of the 
Commillary General of che Proviſions, 

The Quarter-Maſter and Serjeants as well of 
Horle as Foot, are to pitch their: Tents at the 
Head of their Squadrons and Battalions, the 0- 
ther Officers Tents behind.” The Parading place, 
and the Principal Corps Du Gard, are to be-al- 
ways at the head of the Camp, where the Arms, 
Colours and Enfigns are lodged. 

The Horſe are to be poſted on the Wings, and 
the Foot on the middle. T;

To every Squadron conliſting of 3 Troops, 
and 50 Men in each Troop, ſome allow 50 Pa- 
ces. And to every Battalion conſiſting in 16 
Companies, and 5o Men in each Company, 190 
Paces for their Encamping 

The Dragoons are never to be Encamped in 
the Body of-the Army, but have their Camp at 
the Head'or on the Wings on that f1de, where 
the greateſt danger is, ſerving always as an out- 
guard for the Army. 

Every Regiment ought to have a Guard at the 
Head of their Camp, and the Major General 
for that Day takes care to place the great 
Guard in a proper place and diſtance from off 
the Army, towards ths Enemy : Chooting for 
that purpoſe a place where all the Avenues may 
be diſcovered. 


Plate XVIII. 
Of Encamping a Battalion of Foot. 


The ground allotred or commonly affizned 
for encamping a Battalon-in 100 Paces, which 
by the Quarter-Maſter 15 divided thus, Viz. For 
each 'Hut 5 Foot ſquare, 2 Foot to the By- 
ſtreets, and 15 Foot to the great Streets, and 2 
Foot diſtance between the Huts, and every 
Company containing 50 Men ought to have 
Io Huts. 

- The Kirching muſt be marked out at 12 Foot 
diſtance from the laſt Row of Huts, and are to 
be placed juſt over againſt them, ſo that che 
ſtreets may be open quite through for the Qr- 
ficers to pals ealily to the Head of the Camp,

as there ſhall be occafion. The length of the 
Kicching is to be about 9 Foot, and the Breadth 
6 Foot. 

There is about thirty paces diſtance between 
the Soldiers Kirching and the Captains' Tents ; 
and 40 paces diſtance between the Captains 
Tent and the Front of the Subaltefn Officers ; 
and the remaining Ground is for the encamp- 
ing of the Field Officers, and the Captains E- 
quipage ; the Serjeants Huts are to be at the Head 
of the Soldiers to open the Tontrary way, that 1s, 
to the Front. 

The Sutlers are to be encamped behind the 
Officers Tents, there muſt be 25 or 3o paces be- 
eween one Battalion and another ; and the Co- 
lonels, and Field Officers, and Staff Officers 
Tents are to bein the Centre of the Batcalion 
behind the Tents of the Captains. 

The Pikes areto ſtand at 18 Foot diſtance from 
the Huts, the Muskets at 18 Foot diſtance from 
the Pikes, the Colours and Drums are to be ſet 
within the Hollow of the Pikes.

To Encamp the Cavalry. 


To Encamp a Troop of Horle of 100 Men, 
there 15 affigned them . for the whole Troop 
70 Foot 1n Front, viz. AB, and 200 1n depth, 
viz, AC. 

To two Horſemen is allotted eight Foot in 
breadth, and 12 in length, to make their Huts 
or Baraquesas at D. 


And 
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And for the Huts or Baraques for their Horſes, 
there 15 allowed to each 4 Foot in breadth and 10 
in length, as EE, the Men and Horſes are both 
lodged in two Ranks, as EG, the Horſes heads 
ſtand towards the Huts of their Maſters. 

Between the Huts and Stables there 1s a Lane 
or Space $ Foot broad, the Captains Lodgings or 
Tents are at the Head of the Baraques of his 
Troop, the whole Front of which he poſleſſes ; 
and the breadth of it is about 40 Foor, as at O. 

Between the Lodgings of the Captain and the 
Troop there is a Lane or Space of 20 Foot broad, 
as at P. 

The Lane betwixt the Stables is 10 Foot broad, 
viz. [., that ſo the Horles may have room to come 
forth. 

Behind the Troops are poſted the Sutlers, di- 
vided from the Troop by a Lane 20 foot broad, 
wiz, R. It many Troops Encamp together, the 
Space between them 15 commonly 20 foot. 

We in England allow 3 paces for the length 
of a Baraque, and » paces diſtance the opening 
of the Baraques to the Stakes to which the Horles 
are faſtned, and 3 paces for each Horles ſtand- 
ing, and 10 paces for the Street, and the ground 
allotted for a Squadron of 159 Men is common- 
ly 50 paces, and commonly 1o or 12 Baraques 
on a Row for way Troop of 5o Men, and about 
2 paces diſtance from one Baraque to another, 


and 15 paces for the diſtance of one Squadron 
to another,

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Plate XX. 
General Diretions for Encamping an Army. 


When the Camp-Maſter General, or Major 
General hath read the Number of the Horſe and 
Foot, that are in the Army, he muſt proportion 
and caſt up what Space of Ground will ſufhce ta 
encamp them with all their Proviſion, Carriages, 
and ſo that neither for due Room the Soldiers be 
peſtered, nor by over large Spaces the Camp not 
ſufficiently fortihed. 

This being of great importance, it will be 
requtiite for him to underſtand well Arithme- 
tick and Geometry, and to have 1n readineſs 
ſundry Plats and Models, and forms of Camps, 
whereby he may ſuddenly reſolve tor any Num- 
ber or Situation, what Form and Quantity 1s 
moſt convenient, and preſently ſtake it out ;; 
afligning due place tor every Regiment of Horſe 
and Foot. 

Before Encamping he ought to conſider, it 
the Army confiſt much of Horſe, that there be 
good ſtore of Forrage nigh the Camp, and that 
the Camp be not ſubjet to any Hill from 
whence the Enemy may with his great Artillery 
incommode 1t : Nor that it be ſo ſeparated from 
Water, that the Enemy may eahily cut you from 
it ; nor that it be ſo low as that the Enemy by 
cutting the Banks of any River, may drown the 
Camp. And if there be no great Rivers but 
onely Fountains or Wells of Water, then mult 
good watch be kept that they. be not poiſoned 


nor infected by the Enemy. In a running or 
move- 
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moveable Camp the readieſt Fortthcation is to 
impale it round with the Carriages chained to- 
gether, bending the Arnllery that way where 
moſt ſuſpicion 15 the Enemy will approach, and 
if time permit to caſt ſome Trench alſo with- 
out the Carriages, as in Plate XVI. where A 
is the General's Tent, B the Guards of the 
General, C the Park of the Arallery with its 
Retrenchments, D che Waggons for the Am- 
munition, E the Waggons for Proviſfions, F the 
Soldiers Hurs, G the Court of Guard, H the 
Retrenchments, I the place for drawing up the 
Army 1nto Batcalia. | 


Plate X XI. 


The manner of Ranging a Battel in order to a 
preſent Engagement. 
N 


A General is ſometimes conſtrained to a Bat- 


tel, when he 151n an Enemies Countrey, upon 


the falſe report of his Spies ; eſpecially of ſuch as 
play faſt and looſe receiving pay from both (ides, 
which are a ſort of People very dangerous. 
Sometimes through the ignorance of thoſe that 
command the Parties, who ſeeking to ger intelli- 
gence of the Enemy, never inform themſelves 
chroughly of cheir March, | 

Somerimes he engages himſelf voluntarily, de- 
Gegning to reheve ſome place that is beſheged. But 
which way ſoever it be, that he is forced to come 
co a Battel, he muſt endeavour to arder his Men 
after the following manner. 


He 
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He ſhall range his Infantry in Battalions, every 
one conliſting of five or ſ1x hundred Menfor a 
thouſand Men, which are the moſt convemenc 
Numbers, with the Numbers be:ween to form a 
juſt Body. For thoſe Bodies that exceed the 
Number of a thouſand, can never be drawn up 
conveniently upon all forts of Ground ; and fuch 
as are under 520 will never be ſtrong enough to 
re(iſt at the ſame time the fury of the Enemies 
Horſe. 

His Cavalry which ſhould be always drawn 
up upon the Wings of the Infantry, muſt be 
drawn up in Squadrons, conſiſting of a hundred 
or thereabouts. But the beſt, and thoſe that are 
moſt ſerviceable to break the Battahons of the 
Enemy, are thoſe that conſiſt of 150 or 200 at 
moſt ; for it they exceed the Number of 200 they 
are not eaſily nor conveniently drawn up, by 
realon of the length of their Ranks, and the 
Number of Horſes. And thus it was that the 
Count de Schomberg Embatled his Forces at the 
Battel of Monteſclar, which he won from the 
Marqueſs of Caracene. 

An Army which 13 Embarttelled in ſmall divt- 
ſions of Horſe and Foot, 1s not fo ealily routed 
as that Army which is Embarttelled in great dr 
vilions. And {mall divifions are much more 
ready than great: For beſides ſeconding one 
another, and whecling upon all occahons, they 
will hkewiſe outfront an Army which is Embat- 
telled in great diviſions: The which 1s one of 
the greateſt advantages that can be taken in the 
Embattelling of an Army. Small dw1hons of 
Horſe and Foot are alſo much readier tor Ser- 
vice, where you cannot Embatcel them accord- 
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ing to the Rules of Arc by the nature of the 
place, or with Incloſures, or where the brevity 
of time will not giveyou leave, beſides ſmall Di- 
viſions are much more troubleſom for an Enemy 
to deal withal, than an Army that is Embartrelled 
in great Diviſions. 


General Dire{tions for giving of Battel. 


When a General intends to give Battel, he 
muft have regard to theſe principal things, Y:z. 
He muſt never ſuffer himſelt to be forced to 
fight againſt his will, and never to fight his 
Soldiers when their Spirits are diſmayed and caſt 
down ; care muſt be taken to chule a place for 
the Battel fit for the Quality and Number of your 
Soldiers. If you fear to be encloſed by a great 
Number, you ought to ſhelter your Flanks, or 
at leaſt one of them, by the nature of the 
place, as by a River, Wood, or the like. If 
weak in Cavalry you muſt avoid the Plains, or 
fight with Foot among your Horle. If you be 
ſtrong in Horſe, you muſt avoid ſtrong patlages, 
or encloſed places. 

Directions are the life of Aion, and the Si- 
news and ſtrength of Martial Dilctphne, and 
therefore Orders ought to be written before the 
Battel begin, that every Ofhcer may know his 
duty, and be lefc without excule, 

For placing your Divitions of Horſe and Foot 
at their true diſtances, you ought to allow unto 
every Horſeman in the Front of the Diviſions of 
the Vanguard and Battel, 6 foot of Ground in 
breadth, and to every Foot Soldier 5 Foot. 
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Alſo between every two Diviſions of Horſe and 

1 Foot, in the Vanguard of your Army to allow 109 
i] paces of Ground in breadth of 3 Feet to the pace, 
beſides what you allow for the Divitton of the 
Battel, which is for the Reſerve. 

There ought alſo to be allowed between the 
Vanguard of the Horle Troops, 150 paces of 
3 feet to the pace ; this Order mult be obſer. 
ved both in placing the diviſions of Horſe and 
Foot, and the Vanguard Battel and Rear-guard 
of your Army, that the formoſt Troops being 
put to recoil, may not fall upon thoſe which 
come up to relieve them, nor the Battel upon 
the Rear. 

The beſt Regiments of Horſe and Foot, ought 
to be placed on the Wings of the Army. 

The Officers that lead the Divihons in the 
Vanguard of a Battel, ought to have ſpecial care 
to ſee, that the Divihons both of Horſe and Foot 
keep their diſtances. But eſpecially the Officers 
that lead the Divifions in the Vanguard of your 
Army, on the Flank of your Horle or Foot, 
they muſt be extraordinary careful, that they 
cloſe not with their Diviſt1ons 1n upon the main 
Body. And there 1s no one thing that the Of- 
ficers care is required about in fighting a Batrel, 
more than to ſee that ſuch Divihons as they com- 
mand keep their diſtances ; otherwiſe it 1s 1m- 
poſſible but ſome part of your Army, it not the 
whole, will be 1n a confuſion before the Battel 
be halt fought. 

If it happens, as it moſt commonly doth, that 
when two Armies are Embattelled one againlt the 
other, that the one Army out-tronteth the other, 
upon one of the Wings, and the other Army out- 
tronteth 
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fronteth the other upon the contrary Wing, | 


when both Armies come to Encounter. There- 


fore let there be pun&ual Orders given to the |

But if you be out-flanked in one of your Wings 
of Hoile, then the General ought to give Order 
ro the Officeis of that Wing, not to advance 


from the main Body of the Foot, but keep an 


even Front with the Foot until the Enenues 
Horſe come up cloſe to them to charge them ; 
or to order the Officers to draw up on the our. 
ermoſt Flank of that Wing of Horle that is 
out-flanked, the Reer-guard of Horſe of the 
ſame Wing of Horſe, with all the Expedition 
that may be : or it any of your Diviſion of Horſe 
do front againſt the Enemies Foot, when you 
are out-flanked by the Enemies Horle, that then 
the Officers draw off thoſe Dwilions of Horſe

In Execution of Deſigns of War, good Judge* 
ment ought to ground them, anddiligent Expedt- 
tion put them into Action. 

The Office of a chief Commander 15, a Sub- 
ject capable of the greateſt Wildom that may be 
apprehended by natural means; being to man« 
age a Multitude of diſagreeing Minds, as a fit 
Inſtrument to execute a Deſign of much Conle- 
quence, and great Expectation, and to qualihe 
both their apprehenfions and affe&ions,. accord- 
ing to the accidents which riſe in the courſe of 
mis directions, bel1des the true Judgment which 
he ought to have of ſuch Circumitances which 
are moit important to a Fortunate end ; where.

It 15 not only Experience and Practice which 
maketh a Soldier worthy of his Name; but the 
knowledge of the manifold Accidents which 
ariſe from the variety of humane Actions, which 
is beſt, and the moſt ſpeedily learned by read- 
ing Hiſtory : For upon the variety of Chances 
that are thers ſet forth, he may meditate on the

Science, or Faculty whatloever in multitude ot 


parts, that may any way be comparable to che 
Are Military ; wherein every {mall and unex- 
peed Circumſtance quite altereth the Nature 
and Deſign of Action : And among the vari- 
able Events of War, many unexpected occaf1- 
ons ariſe which g1ves preſent Advantage and 
Vicory to him that 1s ready to take it, and ma- 
ny ſtrange Chances ſo alter the Courſe of 
things, that no direction can prevent, nor fore- 
ſght diſcern what may happen. So that one 
Fault committed 1n War can never be repair- 
ed, and one hour caufecth the Loſs of chat 
Reputation which hath been many years acqui- 
mng. 
L will therefore only give this Advice to al! 
Governours that are to defend a beſteged Town, 
that they have a ſpecial Care of theſe three 
things. The firſt is, that from the beginning 
to the end of a Siege their law be ſuch, that 
therr Garriſons ſpend no more Victuals daily 
thay Neceſfixy requireth : The ſecond thing 15, 
that they do not vainly wait their Men or Am- 
munition, but ſo order the Expence, that 1t 
may hold out with their Vietuals ; tor often- 
times prodigal Expences and needleſs Waltings 
have brought many Garrifons co want Necel- 
{aries for the delence ot the Town, more than 
the prefling Services and Etforts of the Encray * 
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The third thing 15, that they carefully. defend 
the Out-works, eſpecially the Mote and Body 
of the Town, with all the wot ay and 
Valour that their Garriſon affords, to loſe all 
things inch by inch, and to quit nothing but by 
main force. 

In the Courſe of War, a General or Com- 
mander ſhall meet with ſome occaſions, where- 
in he 15 not only to contend with Men ; but 
with Chances and Things which are to be over- 
come with no leſs difficulty than an Enemy, 
and are more dangerous, as Hunger, Diſcon- 
rent and Labour, &c. But Induſtry commands 
Fortune ; and diligence by circumſpedt and care- 
ful carriage, ſeldom fail ; *tis necefſary to joyn 
Judgment with Valour in all Martial Actions, 
for 'tis not the length of Life or number of years 
that teacheth the Art of War, but continual 
Practice and Experience. 

[ conclude with a ſaying of one of our Great 
Engliſh Generals, the Duke of Albermarl, whoſe 
ſaying it was; That a rich publick Treaſury 
prudently managed, and a People well trained 
in Martial Aﬀai:s, were the ewoonly Pillars next

fire over again, after the ſame manner : The Musketiers on 
the Anples, in the mcan time giving fire after the ordinary 
way, by wheeling off and faling in the Reer of the Musketiers 
of their own Diviſions ; the others in the mean tinge moving 
forwards, n— good their Leaders ground. To reduce it, 
command the four middlemalt Ranks of Musketiers and 
Pikes, interchange ground, ard 'tjs done. 
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Mw infinite are the Forms and Figures of 


Battel, into hich an Army may be drawn up, 
and all differing, either in Circumſtance or Matter : 
ſo that it would require a large Volume, to treat of all 
the Solids, Hollows, Trines, Squares, Creſcents, 
Croſles, Plinthiums, Diamonds, Paramikes, Plefi- 
ums, &c. And what hath been already ſhewed in this 
Treatiſe, are more than the Prattice of theſe times re- 
quire ; yet conſidering that, Time, Number, Place, 
Quality of Arms ; The number of the Enemy, either 
in Horſe or Foot 5 The placing of his Artillery : The 
order of his Array, &C. may often cauſe a Command. 
er to alter and vary his Form, as may be moſt advan- 
tageous for himſelf, and prejudicial to his Enemy, I 
have therefore added ſome of the moſt neceſſary Figures 
for Variety and Uſe; all which may be performed ei- 
ther by a ſingle Company, Regimenc, or Army. 
For if you have numbers ſufficient to embattel, then 
take more diviſions of Musketiers in the Wing, Front, 
Flank, Reer, or any other part ; and inſtead of wheel. 
ing to Ranks, you muſt perhaps wheel to or three 
Companies to ether part, more than are in the fore- 
going Figures ; which I have purpoſely choſen af a 
{mall number, for the ſake of the more Ingeniozns, that 
pleaſe to make uſe of them in their private Prattice of 
Military Diſcipline. 
The many and warions diſputes that have been made 
about giving the Word, and placing the Officers at a 
Battel, makes me that I cannot conclude without [aying 
thus much : That as ſoon as a Sentinel perceives any to 
come near him, it us his dutytocry, Who comes there ? 
(o loud that he may be beard by thenext Corps of Guard:

if it be the Governor's Round, the Officers of the 
Guard are to rank their Soldiers before the Guard, with.

Round, the Officers of the Guard receive him by the 
Corpcral and two Musketiers, and give him the Word 
once only. All other Rounds without exception ought to 
give the Word to the Corporals of Guards, who receive 
2 with the point of their naked Sword at the breaſt of 
him who gives it. As to that of placing the Officers, I 
ſhall only ſay ; If a Battalion conſift of ten Compa- 
nies, there are beſides the Colonel and Lieutenant-Co-
